SOLDIERS FIGHT POLICE,

on Dec. 19th. there was serious 
troublo between potico and troops 
in Canton. 

It appears that ubout 4 p.m, 
tho police hcadquartora were sur- 
rounded by: Yunnanoso soldiors, 
and both sides made proparations 
foru pitched battlo, All traffic, 
even podestrian, was stopped; 
and in Wai Oi Street the shops 
wore closed, and not re-opened 
for noarly an hour. Tho fighting 
resulted in a number boing killod 
and wouuded on either ‘side, the 
injured being sant to hospital, 
bu: appoars to havo been incon. 
clusive. 

The bad blood betwoon tho 
polices and military originatod 
during tho “rebellion” of tho 
Morchant Volunteors, when tho 
police. helped themselves to 
whatever loot they could lay 
their hands on, but woro in turn 
dispossossed by tho Yunnanoro 
soldiery. The policemon havo 
ovor since then boon wanting to 
take thuir rovengo. 

Mattors camo to a hoad recont- 
ly, whon a party of somo ton 
armed Yunnanese soldiers 
murchod a batch of prisonors to 
polico headquartors, but on 
arrival thero were ordored to 
disarm before they ontered, Re-

Tho same in- 
differanco is most likely display- 
ed us in tho taking of a Jive fish 
from a tub, tiving a picca of 
rattan arcund its gullot and then 
handing it to the customer, who 
carrios it home, Out cf its 
elemont, the fish must suffor 
considerablo agony bofora it dies. 
Yot almost any day ‘wo™ soo 
pooplo walking * through ~ our 
stroots carrying live fish in this 
way. In hundreds of rospeots 
thoro ‘is still much needloss 
cruolty inflicted on animals, birds 
and roptiles in this Colony, 
despito all. tho admirable work 
that the S. P. C. A. bas dono. 
Only by quiet but persistent: 
effort will it be gradually sup- 
prossed.
